TO  THE  FILEY  UEBAN  DISTEICT  COUNCIL. 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, — In  presenting  my 


REPORT  for  the  past  YEAR,  1907, 


Births  for  quarter ; I have  to  inform  you  that  during  the  last  quarter  the 

1'2'4  per  thousand,  number  of  births  registered  was  twelve:  Seven  males  and 
five  females,  which  gives  a birth-rate  of  4 per  thousand  for 
the  last  quarter. 


Death-rate  for  the  quarter : 

3-3. 


Ten  deaths  were  registered  during  the  last  quarter: 
four  males  and  six  females.  This  gives  a death-rate  for  the 
quarter  of  three  decimal  three. 


Death-rate  for  the  year: 
15-3. 


I have  to  report  for  the  year  1907,  that  forty-six  deaths 
have  occurred:  twenty-five  males  and  twenty-one  females. 

This  gives  a death-rate  for  the  year  of  fifteen  decimal 
three  per  thousand. 


Birth-rate.  The  births  for  the  year  1907,  number  sixty-six:  thirty- 

three  males  and  thirty-three  females.  This  gives  a birth-rate 
of  twenty-two  per  thousand. 

This  is  the  second  lowest  birth-rate  I have  had  to  record. 

In  1903,  there  were  only  sixty-five  births;  one  less  than 
last  year. 


The  deaths  in  the  district  occurred  at  the  following  ages : 

Under — 1 year;  1 to  5:  6 to  15  : 15  to  26  : 25  to  65  : 65  and  over:

Eight  persons  were  over  eighty  years  of  age,  and  one  past  ninety  years. 

Four  deaths  were  due  to  the  results  of  accidents. 

Four  deaths  occurred  in  non-residents,  three  of  whom  were  suffering  from 
incurable  diseases. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  during  the  year  :

Notifiable  diseases  were  responsible  for  2 deaths. 

During  the  year  ten  notifiable  cases  have  occurred. 

In  the  spring  quarter  of  last  year  we  were  visited  by  an  epidemic  of  measles,  which 
compelled  us  to  close  the  schools  for  several  weeks. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  for  the  East  Eiding  has  issued  a special  pamphlet 
dealing  with  the  prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  Eiding.  I am  pleased  *a  report  to 
you  that  we  have  been  absolutely  free  from  typhoid  fever  in  our  district  during  the  whole 
year. 


This  speaks  exceedingly  well  for  our  water  supply,  which  has  been  most  abundant 
in  quantity,  and  excellent  in  quality,  during  the  year. 

I have  had  no  further  complaints  about  the  obnoxious  smells  from  the  Gas  Works 
the  last  quarter.  I venture  to  think  that  the  steps  taken  by  the  Council  to  do  away  with 
the  nuisance  have  been  completely  successful. 

The  scavenging  during  the  year  has  been  well  done,  and  I have  heard  of  no 
complaints. 

I have  inspected  the  workshops  during  1907.  1 found  no  overcrowding. 

The  shops  were  well  ventilated. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  have  made  our  inspections  of  the  schools, 
bakeries,  dairies,  milkshops,  and  slaughter-houses,  within  the  district,  and  found 
them  satisfactory. 

I append  hereto  statistics  with  reference  to  causes,  ages,  &c.,  of  persons  who  have 
died  during  the  year  just  passed.
